In the last rhapter of thiH hfiok 
will be f(nind a Kct of examination qneslionfl which 
WOH given to a elasR of abont thirty stmlentH, many ut 
whom were making a 8j>erial .study of Knglish litcMa 
furc. The average numl)cr of qnoHtionH anHwercd was 
five. In giving out the questions it was remarked that 
the examination would rouHtitute a general intelligcnee 
test because it was assumed that one eould draw on 
his fund of general information to answer the ques- 
tions, although he might not be a profound bibliral 
student. The results seemed to show that the exami- 
nation could by no means be regarded as a general in- 
telligence test. 

It is the opinion of those especially interested in the 
study of the English IJible that there is at present 
something of an awakened interest in the subject. In. 
some of our colleges credit is given for systematic w(»rk 
done in the Sunday school. In many institutions 
courses are given in biblical literature wh?re the suli- 
ject is presented in its historical development. There 
are a number of textbooks which cover this ground in 
a satisfactory manner. This book recognizes at the 
outset the existing condition that the great majority 
of our young people are lacking in a proper knowledge 
of the Bible itself. About half of the work, therefore, 
is devoted to a direct study of the narratives in order 
to Hupply a foundati(m for the literary study with 
which the other half Ik ctJiicerned. 

It is hoped that it may be useful to students in 
schools, colleges, and Sunday schools; and to divinity 
students who may nee<l to extend their knowledge of 
the Bible in this direction. 
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INTRODUCTION 

At the outset of .a course such as in outlined in those 
pages one is confronted with two <Iil1irnItieH whirli 
would Dot cxiHt in connection with the study of any 
other book than the Bible. In the fir.si place there is 
an obvious feelinj; of sensitiveness on the part of ynnii;; 
people regarding Uible study. A young man or woman 
who would feel no hesitation in carrying a volume of 
Shakespeare or (loot he across the college campus would 
experience a certain degree of embarrassment if for 
these were substituted the Knglish Hible. This point 
.of view does not indicate any la<-k of aj)])reciation of 
the Bible, birt it is a psychological condition resulting 
probably from the associati«)n of the Bible with services 
which are related to the concerns of life which young 
men and women do not care to discuss publicly. 

Another difficulty in our ajiproach lies In an exag- 
gerated reverence for the Bible which in some cases 
amounts almost to a Ruperstiti(»n. >Vhen we read, for 
example, that Henator Beveridge given it as his opinion 
that the three greatest orations ever delivered were tho 
Sermon on the Mount by .lesus (^hrist, the Addivss on 
Mars* Hill by Saint I'aul, iind the (Jettysburg Address 
by Abraham Lincoln, .we are conscious of a distinct 
shock in our religious sensibiliticH. It is cm account 
of this that the book of .lob, which Is universally ac- 
corded a very high place in literature, was practically u 
scaled book for many centuries. Since it is a fact that wo 
have ID the King James vei'sion of the Knglish Bible a 
collection of pieces of literature which are unsurpasscMi, 
it becomes necessary for us to lay aside whatever scru- 
ples we may have concerning its study from any other 
than a religious point of view. It docs not detract 
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from tho othlcnl vnliu* ^^f flio Sermon on lh« Monnt to 
Htmly tho mnrvolouH nkill usrd hy .losus in HoUin); 
forth his tCMU'hinRH. That (ho Htory of (ho prodigal Hon 
Ik cnllcd by many critics the host short story ever writ- 
ton should add to its valno as a ('cachor of the Fa(hcr- 
hood of Upd. 

It should be said that Oio nrs( prcroqtiisito for n 
course of study like this should bo a profound cultural 
rovorence. There are poctiliar reasons why the Hible 
should -Ik^ held in higher reverence than other booiks, 
but no one can go very far in (he study of literature 
unless he takes with him a reverence for tlie (hings 
which in the highes( sense minister to his euKure. A 
college student who recently nmde a parody on the 
Twenty«third I'salm was properly rebttked by tho 
editor of one of our daily newspapers, who Htat(»d that 
this student might be witty, but he hoped that some 
timo hQ W(nild gain wisdom, (/ultured people experi- 
ence n similar shock when (hey read parodies on Tenny- 
son's "Crossing of (he Har" or Wordsworth's *H)de on 
.the Intilna(io))H of Innnoriality" — two of (he most per- 
fect poems in (he English language. 

It iflmuld not be necessary to nuike a plea for the 
9tudy of the lOnglish Hible as a piece of literature on 
the gi'ouml that i( is tho mos( fre(pieni,1y quoted book in 
existence. No one can read literature intelligently to 
whom the biblical allusions are meaningless. Mr. K. V, 
Lucns, In nn essay In The Oudook, writes of the rich 
wlio decide a palace donu»^ — a rather senseless expn»s. 
Hion to one who has not read ''Kubia Khan.'* In a simi- 
lar manner one would fail to tinderstand his statement 
that (ho throwing of tho tea in(o Hostorr Harbor was 
the most momentous act of Jettison since Jonah, unless 
he had read the Bible. The statemenf made during the 
Qredt War that Belgium's mighty neighbor coveted 
her vineyard, while more Intelligible, is lacking in liter* 
ary charm to one who is ignorant of the setting. 
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Tho course of study outliiinl in tins tiook inny ho ili- 
viflod into nhont two (Mpial parts. The first ])art ron- 
KJsts mainly of a study of tlu! narratives contained in 
the Hihlc and of such hooks as Kuth, doh, the IVahns, 
Proverhs, and Isaiah as literary niasterpieees, to- 
gether with a hriefer study of the other hooks. The 
Seconal jmrt of the hook is devoted to a study of the 
Kihie as use<l hy the great nuisters in literature. This 
study is hase<l u|H»n seh^ctions from the poets, orators, 
essayists, and novelists. Tin; tlrst part <if the eo'irne 
should give the student a knowh'dge of the Hihle itsolf 
and the serond part should give him an appreciation <if 
the Bihle i\H a pieee of literature. No attempt has hei!u 
made to make these studies rom))lete, hut it is thought 
that the scleetioi»s are sunieiently numerous to cover 
the ground of a year's course. Kvery earnest Htu<lent 
will find a large numher of passages in which the IJIhle 
has heen used hy literary people in addili(ui to those 
gathered here. Indeed, it should he one of the chief 
purjmses of the course to stimuUite the student to col- 
lect such passages. 

A prf)minent feature of a course such as has heen ar- 
ranged should he the notehook. A pro[H«rly arrange<l 
and systematized set of notes ought to he the hasis of 
a life study of the Bihle. 

The list of quotations which follow is taken from the 
utterances of men whose? oiunions should have great 
weight. It is hy no means c^nnplete, and it should hi« 
the purpose of the student to add to this list whenever 
he comes across an appropriate quotation. 

Theodore Roosevelt: To every nmn who faces life 
with real desire to do his part in everything, I appeal 
for a study of the Bihle. No hook of any kind ever 
written has so atfccted the whole life of a people.

A COLT^ECTION OF PAKSA^HOS OF ESrECIAL 

LITEHAKY VALUE 

In fhlK clinptrr are sot clown listH of pansapps which 
are rtvulily iTcuj^niziMl for llM^ir literary exeellenee, or 
are made use of by the best writers for imrpeiseH of II- 
lustration or einbellislinient. The jiersonal e<|iiati<>ii 
has, of course, entered largely into tlie nialtinj? of theHC 
selections. Eighty-six j)assjiKes were selected from the 
larger list and these were submitted to forty-thwe pro* 
fessors of English and biblical 'literature, and otherH 
whose literary judgment is of a high order, and caeli 
selected twenty-live and from the twenty-tive ten which 
seemed to be entitled to especial distinction. Eacli 
j^iHsage chosen among the first ten was given a weight 
of two, and the others in the first twentythc a weight 
of one. 

The first list, which follows, is the ten passages with 
their weights; the second the fifteen similarly 
weighted; the third list the renuiining sixty-one pas- 
sages; and the last list the remaining passages origi- 
nally sel<?cted. 

These lists of passages should be used tn connection 
with the study of the various books of the Bible. The 
student should be familiar with the setting in each 
case, and be able to explain its literary application. 
The following will serve as illustrations of the method 
of study suggested: Oen. 3. 10 — *'In the sweat of thy 
face shalt thou eat bread." This was said by Jehovah 
to Adam when he was expelled from the Garden of 
l'>len, and it is frecpiently quoted to illustrate the 
necessity of labor.

CHAPTER II 

A BHIEF niSTOHY OF THE PEKIOI) OF THE 

BiniiE 

The Hcenes of man}' of (lie narratives in the Old 
Testament conniderahly aiitcMlated the tiino in whii'h 
tliey were written. Perhajm tlie Hoeiien in the book of 
Job carry ns back the fnrtbest into antiquity. Some of 
the Genesis stories are also very early. The real his- 
tory of tlie Israelites may be said to have bej;nn about 
B. C. 127}{) — the time of the Exodus from Ej:ypt. Under 
the leadership of Moses and Joshua the Hebrew*s en- 
joyed a unique form of j;overnment. The real Kin^ 
was Jehovah and to him appeal was const atitly mado 
by their leaders. Un<ler Joshua the con(piest of 
C'anaan was elTected and the conquered portion was 
divided amon^ the twelve tribes. After the <leath of 
Joshua a period of internal dissension followed lastinj; 
about two hundred vears. It was a time when **There 
was no king in Israel: every man did that which was 
right in his own eyes/' A long line of national heroes 
known as Judges included such names as Shamgnr, 
(>i<leon, Jephthahy Sanison, and Deborah. The last of 
the Judges was Samuel who was a prophet or seer as 
well as a judge. Near the close of Samuers leadership 
the people clamored for a king and Saul, of the tribe 
of Benjamin, was chosen. Hts reign was successful 
from a military point of view, but it closed with a 
period of depression due to his intermittent tits of in- 
sanity. 

Saul was succeeded by David, of the tribe of Judnh, 
whose long reign was a constant struggle against in- 
terna] disBenMions and foreign aggression. During bis 
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reign and that of Soloiiion, who snonHMh'd him, litera- 
ture and art were developed to a high degree. Solo- 
mon maintained a court eharacterized by Oriental 
Hplendor. Upon his death, B. C. 1)75, ten tribes revolted 
and the kingdom was divided into two rival sectiouH. 
The northern section, including the ten tribes, chose 
Hamaria as its capital and was known as the kingdom 
of I«raei. The two tribes of J^dah and Benjamin re- 
tained Jerusalem as their capital. 

The northern kingdom maintained its political ex- 
Intence for two hundred and fifty years. It was char- 
acterized by internal dissensions and the development 
of considerable political c()rrupti(»n. Occasionally 
there appeared a king who strove to restore the earlier 
conditions, but for the most part the rulers were not 
men of much moral purpose or strength of character. 
The prophets Elijah and Klisha went about as preach- 
ers of righteousness, in the northern kingdom, and 
Amos and Hosea have Iqft their prophetic messages in 
book form. Israel was captured by Sargon, King of 
Nineveh, about B. C. 721, and the Un\ tribes seem to 
have become quite lost to history. There is at present, 
however, a religious organization which claims to be 
the descendants of these lost tribes, and which still 
maintains a form of worship which is supposed to go 
hack to these times. 

The kingdom of Judah lasted until B. C. 588, or 
about one hundred Qnd thirty years longt»r than the 
northern kingdom. * This kingdom was a little more 
fortunate in the character of its rulers, although there 
were many who were most corrupt. 

Isaiah and Micah were prominent among the prophets 
of Judah, Under King Zedekiah the kingdom was sub- 
dued and the people carried as captives to Babylon. 
"When Ba))ylon was overcome by Oyrus, king of Persia, 
the Jews were permitted to return to Jerusalem and 
restored the temple. This privilege of maintaining 
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llioir own rolifriouH rites af tlioir c»l<l rnpitiil wrh con- 
tiiniod until uhont A. I). 70, when the city waH laid 
waste hy the Koniann and a vast nund)er of itn in- 
habitants slain. 

Durini; the time of Christ and his oarlj disciples 
Judah was a province of the Koman empire. The patri- 
otic spirit hla7xv] out at intervats ilurin^^ their sub- 
jection and reached its height under the Maccabees, 
about two centuries before Clirist. Tlie constant fear 
of outbreaks in this province had doubtless much to 
do with the attitu^lc of the Koman authorities toward 
the message of Jesus and his disciples.

THE MAJOR CLASSICS^I 

Phalmh and PiiovKuns 

/Mfl/m*.— The book of INnlius Is a collertion of l.vrir 
pooiiiK of tlie higliCHt ordor. The antliorsliip is utin*r- 
laiii, but it in generally niippo^etl tliat a lai-jL^e ntniiber 
of tliein were written iiy David, wiiile otliers are 
aneribcd to various other authors. The boolc is di- 
vided into five partH, The first rsalni may be regarded 
a8 (In introduetion to the entire boolc and the last 
]*Halm 08 n ronelusion. The contrasting themes of 
these two IVulms should be noted. The first book in- 
cludeH PHalniR 1*42 and eoneludes with an aseription of 
praise in INalni 41, 1«{. The seeond Inrnk includes 
pHalms 42-72 and eoneludes with Psalm 72. IS, VX Tlie 
third book coniprisen Psalms 72S!) ami eoneludes with 
verse 52 .of Psalm 70. The fcnirth book eomi^rises 
]*Rfihn8 90-1 Or> and closes with verse 48. The last book 
includes Psalnm 107-150 and closes with the remarknble 
nscription of praise to Jehovah in Psalm ITiO. The np- 
proximnte dates of certain of the I'salms are siiggested 
by the subjects considered. Vov illustrations read 
Psalms 74, 70, HO, 102, 115, 120, i:J7, 147. 

The Psalms have been grouped according to their 
literary characteristics. The first group cimtains 
Psalms of humility and penitence and include**, for ex- 
ample, Psalms \\y 2a, 27, l\H, 40, 42, 40, 51, and 01. A 
second group contains ]*salms which set forth the at- 
tributes of Ood. Illustrations of these nre Psiilms 24, 
48, 50, 00, 07, 08, 00, and 100. A third group, including 
Psalms 8; 10, 20, 05, 0*% an<1 104, are nature songs. A 
fourth group includes the ituprecatory Psalms such as 
Psalms 68, 08, GO, 100, and U\7. 
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The best illuMtrationH or pnnillelisiii niul the other 
literary forms mentioned in diajMer \XI are to he 
fonnrl in the Psalms. Frecpient reference has henn 
made to them in illustrations of these forms. The 
student will tind it a profitable exercise to go over Wic 
book of Psalms in the Hevi'sed Version, or, still better, 
with the use of Monlton's Mo<lern Keafl<»r's Hible an<i 
select as many additional illustrations of these literary 
forms as possible. Dr. Abbott in his Life and Litcra 
ture of the Ancient Hebrews sujx^ests that certain of 
the Psalms contain a dnimatlc interplay of characters. 
Taking Psalm 01 ns an illustration, the pas><agc, *'lle 
that dwclleth in the secret place of the most high shall 
abide in the shallow of Hie Almighty," is spoken by 
a reverent soul; the passage, **For he shall d<»liver thee 
fmm the snare of the fowler and fnuu the noisome* 
pestilence,'' is attributed to a listening prophet; an<l 
the passage, "Because he halh set his love upon nit* 
therefore will I deliver him," is si»oken by .lehovah 
himself. Out of the list of eight hundred an<l 
fifty passages remarkable for their literary value 
which are noted in Chapter 1 1, one hundred and sixteen 
arc from the book of Psalms. 

Proverbs, — As U\ the case of the book of Psalms the 
authorship of I'roverbs is un<*ertain. They were f<u*- 
merly ascribed to Solomon, but it is now generally cfui- 
sidered that they are a collection of proverbs uttered 
by various peojde, all of which are similar in style to 
the proverbial expressicms which emanated from King 
Bfdomon. The book nuiy be divided for purposes of 
study into eight divisions. 

1. Wisdom proverbs. 11) 

2. Virtues and contrasted vices. 10-25 

3. Further proverbs of Solomon. 25-2!) 

4. Words of Agur. 30 

5. The words of King Lemuel. IVL 10 

6. The pralsij of a virtuous woman.. 31. 10-31 
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Many of the proverhH consist of two lines, the second 
of which sustains some relation to the first. These may 
be synonymous, repeating the same thought; anti- 
thetic, expressing a contrast; or synthetic, where the 
second is used to complete the first. See Chapter XXI, 
where this is discussed under parallelism. It will be 
a profitable exercise for the student to select certain 
passages in Proverbs as 10. U\2\ 11. 1-31; 13. 1-25; 
and note the illustrations of parallelism, and indicate 
into which group each falls. The somewhat peculiar 
literary form which appears in chapter 30. 18-31 should 
be studied and compared With a similar method of ex- 
pression In Amos 1. 9- 13. 

Certain critics find an abundance of wit and humor, 
in the book of Proverbs, The following passages may 
be taken as illustrations: chapter 20. U; 23. 29-35; 
2B. 17; 25. 19; 26. 3; 26. 15. The book should be read 
for further illustrations. It would be well first to 
formulate a definition of wit and humor and then to 
test the various passages in the light of these defini- 
tions.

It iH 8aul that TIioiiiuh (3arlyk* was aHked by IiIh 
hoHtcHs one inorniii^; at family prayers to read a Kcrip* 
tare passai^e. He happened to si^leet (he first chapter 
(if Job, and when he had linished this ehapter he wan 
so absorbed in the narrative that he continued to read 
the entire book of forty-twf» chapters before permitting;, 
the hostess to serve breakfast. Whetlier or not thin 
is an authentic story, it is true that ("arlyle has said: 
*'f call the book of Job, ai)art from all theori(*H about it, 
one of the (j^randest things ever written with pen. 
There is nothing written, I think, in the Hible or out of 
it, of equal literary merit." This is hi^h praise from 
one who was himself a nuister of Knjxllsh. That It was 
not extravagant is shown by the fact that many other 
of our most competent judges have pronounced similar 
opinions. 

The book of Job may be divided into six divisions: 
'^'^^ -rJ!P!.??fi"5'  The_cursc; The delwite; The addresses 
of luliiiu; The addresses of the voice (uit of the whirl- 
wind; The epilogue. The student sliould first read the 
book for the story, which he will fiinl to run something \./» 
like this: At an as.sembly of the heavenly host Katan 
appears and is questioned by Jehovah concerning his 
wanderings, and finally he is asked if he has considered 
Job — a perfect man who fears; (Jod and eschews evil. 
Satan insinuates that Job is n<it entirely to be com^ 
mended in his ser>*lcc to God, for if his material pros- 
perity were to be taken away, his loyalty would cease. 
Satan is given an opportunity to test Job with regard

to thin, niid tlioiv followH n HcrioH of calnniitioH which 
reduco tlob to oxtiTiiu* i>ov('rty.

hlin to KutTcr boOily pain. This permission is ^rantful, 
and again Job retains his integrity, even thonp:li ui'^imI 
by his wife to cnrse (Jod and die. 

The Btory continnes l)y tlie advent of tliree of .I«d»'H 
friendH who eomc ostensibly to i-onifort liiin, bnt really 
to 8how him the error of his ways and to preach to him 
the partlenlar philosophy of life which each one holds. 
The^e dlHccmrses, toj^ether witli Job's replies, consti- 
tute the d(>bate. Later a yonn^ man, Kliiin, ccnnes upon 
the Bcenc, and apparently disj^nsted with the failure <»f 
the three friends to meet Job's arguments, undertakcH 
the caKO In a Homowhat ajrpvssive manner. Neither 
Job nor the three friends pay any attention to the (Us 
courneH of Klihu, ,and he ih thuilly interru|»tod by a 
whirlwind out of which comes the voice of the Lord 
littering pronouncementH of the loftiest character. In 
the face of thenc Job Ik humbled and repents in dust 
and ashes. In the epibigue we are told <if Job's n^stora- 
tlon to prosperity even greater than he at tlrst pos- 
Hessed. 
1^. • Concerning the characters in the bc»ok it may be said 
that Satan or, more [iroperly, The Satan is represented 
as one of the heavenly host whrose business it was to 
*^ discover and report the weaknesses of mankind. He 
is not at all like the persoiuil devil of Milton and the 
Middle Ages. Job's wife may be reganled as a temp- 
f. tress of her husband, or as one who was desirous of 
giving liiin moral support in his troubles. She plays 
but a brief part in the story. 

With the story clearly In mind the entire Ixiok should 
be re-read ond the viewpoints of the three friends, Job, 
Klihu, and the voice out of the whirhviml should be 
studied. It should be noted that each one of the friends 
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lH*;;inM willi a stiiilicMl roiirtcsy whirii fi;r:i(hiaUy disap- 
pears as llHMllscnssinii waxi's wariiHT. In ^I'lieral, lli(5 //,' 
appral of Kllxiliaz is to lUo niiivcrsal lj»ws of uutiins *- 1/ 
n»(»nforr(Ml by what I10 roiisiflcM's a pri*sonal rrvt-lat icm 
to liiiiisolf. Dildad was a traditionalist and M'an wont r^ ' 
to appeal to fluT fatiicTH; Zo||liai' cntjdiasized tlii» ftdly <•: 
of searrTiTnj; after <»ofl (rliaptcM* 111, and utters senti- ' 
nients wlileli are similar to tliosi* wliicli later came Troni 
the voie<» of tlie Lord. 

There seems to he some eonfiision re^ardinj; the 
elosiii^ ehapters of tiie deliate. Tj) to chapter 25 eaeh 
of the three friends has spoken in turn and been ati- 
swereil hy Job. Zopliar fails to reply to dobV last 
spee<'h and Hildad's speech has very little point. This 
is thought by some to iniliralc* the victory of Job over \ 

(he friends in the^(Mieral fliscnssion. Others hold that 
by a <iisarran^ement of the manuscript parts of the 
last speiM'h of liiblad have been wron^rly attributed to. 
•lob and that those portions of chapter 27 which deal 
with the punishment of the wicked and chapter 2S i 

which woubl seem approjiriately to fall to Zopha.r have ^ ^j 
been wnm^ly attributed to .J<ib. 1 ^^ 

The book of Job seems to contain two distinct jirob- 

l(Mns. The tirst is contained in the (luestion, Dolh .lob 

fe ar (to<l for nonirh t ? This is a problem discussed by 
the heavenly host, but it is of great interest to the 
hunuui race. It mav be stated in anotluT fortn : Is 
there such a thing as disinterested virtue? The con- 
ducf^of Job under his aHlidions gives an aillrmative 
answer to this question. The second jn'oblem lies in """^ 
the endeavor to fiiul out why misfortuiu's exist iu the 

worUT/"and especially >viiyJl»<T, ^'*^* ^" ^^'^' '^^^ ^^ ^be 
righteous. To this (piestion the book of Job does not 
return n complete answer. The three frieiuls and ITflTiu 
are unwavering in their belief that Job's misfortunes 
have come from secret sins, while Job himself ndlier(*H 
to the contrary opinion. l?he voice of the lx>rd does 
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^ not give uh a specific niiswer but leachcH general prin- 
riplcH. It KceniH to sny that while these. problcmH are 
(liflicult it is only because we are unable to see them 
froni the poipt of view of infinity. It is as if a horse 
or a ilog or an amoeba should complain of human con- 
duct. With a larger view the djfliculties will be cleared 
. up, but we may never expect a perfect solution in this 
life. This is by no means a philosophy of despair, but, 
on the contrary, it gives us hope of a time to come when 
the pmblems which now perplex us will be cleared 
away. It was probably the earliest teaching in all 
literature of the stupendous fact that "nothing walks 
with aimless feet.'' 

Dr. Owen has classed the book of Job among the 
fivo .skeptical dramas of the world's literature. The 
other fo\ir are rrometluMis Round, Faust, Hamlet, and 
the Wonder- Working Magicinn. The most striking nv 
semblance apiiears in Prometheiis Bound, where the 
problems are very similar as are the mental perplexi- 
ties of the heroes of the books. One should read care- 
fully a translation of this great tragedy. The follow- 
ing passages will illustrate the similarity mentioned: 

'Tis easy for the man whose foot is placed 

Outside calamity to urge advice. 

On him who struggles in their toils (Prometheus). 

I. should also speak as ye do, 
If your soul were in my soul's stead, 
I could heap up words against you 
And shake my head at you (Job). 

The opening passages of Faust are based directly 
upon the book of Job, and Mephistopheles is the Satan 
considerably modified in character.

KUTII 

The scene of the book of Uulh is laic) some time dur- 
ing ihe;.i>crro(l of the Judges (1. 1). it tells the story 
of a Moabitish maiden with a charm which has few 
parallels in literature. Tennyson's "Dora" and Long- 
fellow's "Evangeline'' deal with characters which may 
lie compared to Huth for their Arcadian simplicity. 
Dr. Lyman Abbott has told the story of Kutii in his 
work The Bible as Literature. He states that it is 
told much better in the Bible than he has told it. It 
affords excellent practice for students in the telling of 
short stories to fake such a (uie as this and tell it to 
a class of young people who may be hearing it for the 
first time. The interest developed will constitute an 
accurate test of the skill of the narrator. The peculiar 
custom described in chapter t should be noted. Thf» 
pliTce^oT'lTilFTr ni'lUu genealogy of David, and .leMus 
is indicatiMl at the close of the book. The date of writ- 
ing is unquestionably a late one. The writer flnds It 
ne(*essary (4. 7) to explain a certain old custom which 
bad doubtless long since passed into disuse. 

The book of Itufh is commonly classed as an Idyl 
and Goethe ban spoken of it as the ^^dalntiest love Idyl/^ 
The cbarm of the book liefl in the beauty of thn narra-

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tiye ns a whole; thero are hut few indiviilual passageH 
which are UHed in modern literature. 

This book, like the one just diH<Missed, bears the name 
of a woman.. It is a historical romance with strong 
dramatic possibilities. The foljowing outline will as- 
sist in the study of the book.

of conspicuous service which had been renderwl 
by Mordecai. lie advises with Haman regarding 
the reward which should be given to the man 
whom the king delighteth to honor. Haman Is 
appointed to carry out the king's orders regarding 
the honoring of Mi)rdecai. i\ 

7. Esther denounces Haman at the banquet and he is 

hanged on the gallows prepared for Monlecai. 7 

8. The decree rebiting to the slaughter of the Jews Is 

revoked and Esther and Mordecai have great pros- 
perity. 8, 9, 10 
From reference to Ahasuerus (Xerxes) it is obvious 
that the scene is placed in the fifth century H. C. Like 
the book of Kuth it contains a fascinating story most 
skillfully told. The literary value of the book depends 
largely upon this characteristic. 
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ECCLESIASTES 

The name of this book coiiios from the Ilobrcw 
through the Greek and han been translated **Pre4uhcr." 
The term is not used in its modern signincanee, as the 
Vriter was a philosopher rather than a speaker in an 
nHsembly, The authorship of the book is uncertain. 
It is obviously a collection of reflections from one or 
more writers who had passed through a great variety 
of life's experiences and bad come at its dose into an 
attitude of reflectiveness. The entire book should be 
read by the student, and while reading it the following 
topics should be kept constantly before the mind: 

Does true happiness come from the possession of 
wisdom? 

Does It come through labor? 

Is there any distinction between man and the beasts 
in the flnal reckoning? 

The vanities which come from riches, children, and 
old age. • 

The value of a good name and the suggestion that 
gaining wisdom is the chief end of man. 

Further development of the wisdom thesis. 

An exhortation to worship the Creator. 

The conclusion of the whole matter. 

Head chapters 3 and 12 aloud. If there is not suffi- 
cient time to carry out the suggestion made elsewhere 
that a comparative study be made of Ecclesinstes and 
the Kubaiyat, it is desirable that this poem should at 
least be read. . 

Bono op SoiiOMON 

Few books in the Bible have awakened ^lore discus- 
sion than the Bong of Bolomon. It was with consider- 
able difilculty that It found a place in the Old Testa- 
ment canon. When admitted its reading was forbidden 
to Israelites under a certain age. It has been some- 
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what fannfiilt.v nni^p'Ntod thai tlin Kliiitiunito inniilon 
WiiH noiio otlifM* tlian AhiHlm^, the Hhninitninitc wtio 
itiiriistriri] to Kiiif; \h\\U\ In hih (wtintii* old iikp ami 
who HfniKvl to possess (he nllVrtioiiH of hoth HohMiinn 
iiimI hiki (>I(](T hrothn* Ailonijah. Hcforc iirn*|»(in^ nuy

Those who are looking; for a draiinitir Kettlii); in the 
hook will find if easy to accept the inlerpretation that 
the vaHouM parts of the hook were <h»livercd in tnrn Uy 
Solomon, who had come into northern Palestine with 
hlH cfMirt ; a Hhnlamlte maiden who Is hetrothed to a 
rnstie lover; and a chorns of cnnrt women. With tlilH 
interpretation in mind the poem may he Hupposed to 
represent the Klrn^r^le of Kin^ Solomon to win tlio 
atTections of the maiden from her rnslic lovtr. Holo- 
nion hegins his appeal hy llatterinj^ references to her 
heanty, chapters 1. !>, and 2, 7, The maid*'ti replies by 
set tinj; forth the graces find virtn<*s of her lover. Solo- 
mon reiiews his snit, chapter 1. 1-7, hy ns(» of the strong;- 
est Oriental imap'ry as a trihnte to the niai<len'H 
heanty, bnt all of this is with(nit avail. Then followM 
a dnet hy the nniiden iind her lover. Scdomon tnaken a 
farther a])peal (chapter (». t Kh and is a^ain r(*pnls(Ml. 
The chiiniK of women which has heen in svnipittliv with 
the aspiraticms of the kin^ now weakens somewhat In 
its anep;iance and In-j^lns to express sympathy with the 
maiden in her preference for Imt rnslic lover. The 
condndini^ Hcene takes place In the ccnintry home of 
the maiden. She and her lover are rennited and S(do- 
mon makes the best of tin* situation. 

Another inlerpretation tnakes the kin;; himself Iden- 
tical with the niHtie lover. Tnahle to ^nin her aflVr- 
tionH in hlH own person^ Kin^ S(domon dis^niscH hlm- 
«elf tan a Hhepherd and wins her love. He ilien revenlH 
himnelf to her aM the king and they arc wedded in royal 
state. There ore many poetical expressloon in the book 
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whitii have niiule for (lioniHcIveM a Htrong place in 
nuxlorn lileruturc, 

The interpretation hchi by orthodox crities a half 
century ago flndH little favor at present. 

Lamkntationh 

Thi^ little boolc Ih made np of Ave elogicH which arc 
nrrai}f?ed In a remarkable liiorary form. The Arnt four 
are in the form of an acroHlic where each verse bo>;inH 
with the HUCcesHive letters of the llcbi^ew alphabet, 
(chapter 3 has sixty-six verscH, but each tliroo suoces- 
Hive lines begin with the sa?ne letter. Chapter 5 
is not in the acrostic form, but contains twenty-two 
verses. This book was read by the Jews at the feast 
of the Ninth of Ab, in commemoration of the burning 
of the city by Nebuchadne^xar (1. 1), as Kuth was read 
at the Passover season, and Esther at the Feast of 
Purl?n. It is still chante<l by pious Jews at the wailing- 
place by the tenqile. 

The following arrangement with the English alpha* 
bet will illustrate the acrostic form. Chapter 2: 

1. Anger has come from the Lord and covered the 

daughter of Zion. 

2. Broken are the inhabitants of flacob, and laid waste

CHArTKU VIII 
THE BARLIEU PKEEXILIC PKOPnETS 

Amoh 

During the reign of Jeroboam II (78T713), the 
northern kingdom of iHrael enjoyed a period of great 
prosperity. This was due in large measure to the 
temporary weakness of its powerful neighbors. With 
this prosperity there eame in a certain arrogance. He- 
ligion became nH»re or less formal, and class dis- 
tinctions, rather uncommon in Israel, began to de- 
velop. 

The prophet Amos was the Innnediate successor of 
the great prophetic figures, Elijah and Elislia. lie 
tells UB that he was a herdsnuni from the village of 
Tekoa. lie possessed u keen conception of the serious 
situation in which the northern kingdom found itself, 
and the burden of his message was the inevitable com- 
ing doom. Chapters 1 and 2 should be read aloud and 
their excellence as a specimen of oratory note<l. Note 
the literary fonn in 1. 1\, (5, 0, II, l.'J; 2. 1, 4, 0, and com- 
pare with Prov. 30. The conclusion in which .hidah 
and Israel are brought into the category of condemna- 
tion is very striking. 

Although the book as a whole is of high liternry 
merit, only two passages have been selected as espe- 
cially noteworthy. 

IIoaBA. 

After the death of Jeroboam I in 743 the northern 
kingdom began to see the fruits of the false security 
which was the burden of Amos*s prophecies. Tiglnth 
Pileser IV became ruler of Assyria in 745, and the 
overcoming of Israel was an easy task. Uosea's mes- 
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Hngci. differ^ from tlial of Amos in coupling the 
gruciduHUQss of God with tlic ccM'tainty of doom. lie 
mnkesi \irc of a woiHlcrfully pallietic lignrc of an uii- 
faitliful wife (chapter 1) and compares the hnsl)and*H 
c<mtinued afTectiott with the readiuesn with whicli (lod 
forgivcH. 

The boolt Ih somewhat disconnected and the style is 
tender and emotional. It contains a large nnmber of 
frequently quoted passagen. 

Isaiah 

While Jeroboam II was reigning in the northern 
kingdom Uzziah was king of Judali. Tliis kingdom 
likewise enjoyed a period of prosperity. Tzziali was 
succeeded by Jotham and Ahaz, weak monarchs, and 
then came ITezekiah, a rnler who sliowetl considerable 
strength of character. It was during the laUer part 
of this period that Isaiah did his proplietic work. (It 
Is no part of this book to go Into technical discussions 
of authorship, but it may be said that it is tlie opinion 
of scholars that the Isaiah mentioned here had to do 
with chapters 1-30, and that (he remaining chapters re- 
late to a second Isaiah who lived considerably later.) 

The message of Isaiah was very similar to those of 
Amos and llosea, but he seeme<l to have been a man of 
considerable Influence at court. lie was a member of 
the upper classes and a writer of great literary charb. 
(Chapter 5 begins with a parable and c<mcludes with a 
remarkably powerful piece of oratory. In chapter 11 
he sees a vision of a time which Is to come and sets it 
forth in strong ond beautiful language. Head also 
chapters 26 and 32 in this connection. The remainder 
of the book is made up largely of denunciations of the 
enemies of Judah. 

MiCAII 

This prophet was associated with Isaiah. He was a 
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somewhat youtij^cr innn and wan horn hi the country, 
while Isaiah came from the vWy. IliH message was 
chiefly directed a (gainst the Hocial shortcoming]^ of 
Israel and Jndah. His exjierienceN as a peasant had 
emhittered him aj^ainst the rich and powerful, whom he 
n^presents as skinning; and eatini^ the poor — lan^ua^<» 
which is not entirely unfamiliar at the present day. ile 
has a clear vision of the futnre, the hesi illust ration iif 
which is, perhaps, his reference to Bethlehem (5. 12 1. 
A noteworthy passage frequently quoted Is found in 
4. 4. 

A part of 6. 8 is said to have been Theodore Hoose- 
velt'8 favorite passage: **\Vhal doth the Lord require 
of thee, but to do Justly, and to love mercyi and to walk 
humbly with thy Ood 7" 



chaptp:r IX 

THE LATER PKEEXILIC PROPHETS 

Zbpiianiaii ' 

Aptkr Micnh no prophetic voice wns heard for about 
»eventy-ftve years. During the reign of Manasseh— 
about fi98C'13 — there was a period of open persecution 
of the worshipers of Jehovah. This situation contin- 
ue<l during the reigns of Anion and *losiah. Zephaniah 
appeared about 625. He was a prince of rojal blood 
and probably a companion of tlercmiah. He predicts 
a* "day of Jehovah" In which Israel and all other na- 
tions shall be tried by Arcs of purification. At the 
conclusion of his message there is a strong note of en- 
couragcment forZion, and a clear vision of restoration 
to prosperity. Tn 1. 15 he refers to a "day of wrath, a 
day ..." upon which was based Celano's famous 
hymn, ^'Dies irae." 

Nauuii 

This prophet has left us a short book of three chap- 
ters devoted almost exclusively to the fall of the As- 
syrian capital, Nineveh. In the first chapter he con- 
trasts Qod's goodness to his own people with his wrath 
against his enemies. Note verse 7. 

Habarkuk 

• 

This book Las a high literary value, reminding one 
strikingly of Job in certain passa.<;e8. He discusses the 
age-long question of the prosperous state of the wicked, 
and comes to the conclusion that time alone will adjust 
matters satisfactorily (2. 3). Chapter 3 may be com- 
pared with Job 41. A beautiful passage frequently 
used in ritualistic services is found in 2. 20. 
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jRRKMtAII 

The fitorj of Jcretninh an written down in bin 
prophecy is most intercHting. It ih too long to Ik; ont- 
iiDcd here, but tlie Rtuclent nbonld re.id enough of it 
to get the Htylc and become fauiiliar with the principal 
events. He was, perhaps, confronted! with more difli- 
cult problems than any other <if the prophets. He was 
ardently patriotic, but his clear vision convinced him 
that a policy of nonresistancc to liahylon was the only 
proper one. Although of aristocratic fnniily, he was 
not above the employment of many curious niethodH of 
popular appeal. The first part of chapter 5 reminds 
us soikiewhat of the methods of Diogenes. Note bis 
fiery denunciations of dudah and his frequent difli* 
culties with the rulers. It is scarcely to be wondered 
that be has bcconu* the Nynonym of |)eHsimism. Neite 
the various types employe<i beginning with chapter !•(. 
Uis troubles with the rulers culminate with the com- 
ing of the Babylonians, when Zedekiah asks him io 
pray for deliverance. Jeremiah shows his real patriot* 
ism by his assistance to his people when vanquished. 

There are but few passages in Jeremiah which are 
of pronounced literary value. The following are note- 
worthy: 6. 14; 8. 22; 13. 23; 31. 15. 



CHArTEH X 
THE PROPHETS OF THE EXILE 

The deportation of the two tribes, into Babylon was 
n unique experience in tbcir history. Tlioy were not 
treated as slaves as in the days of Egyptian bondage, 
but were given tracts of fertile land and opportunity 
for economic development. The Jews, however, were 
poorly equipped for a life of this kind. In so far as 
they had adhered to the true God they had come to 
associate religious worship with the city of Jerusa- 
lem, and their failure to adjust themselves to their new 
conditions was voiced in the pathetic INalm, "IIow can 
we sing the songs of Zion in a strange land?" 

Among the exiles was the prophet Kzekiel, who gave 
intermittent messages to the people for more than 
twenty years. His writings consist of visions, para- 
bles, and glimpses of a universal acknowledgment of 
the supremacy of Jehovah. The book makes but little 
contribution to literature, and has but one frequently 
quoted proverbial passage (18. 2). Head chapters «33 
and 38 as specimens of his best style. 

Tub Rkcond Isaiah 

It is the opinion of most modem biblical scholars 
that the portion of the book of Isaiah beginning with 
chapter 40 was not wHtten by the author of the first 
thirty-nine chapters. It is thought that the second 
Isaiah tnay have been a captive in Babylon during the 
latter part of the exile. There are certain indications 
that several writers were concerned with this work. 
Although written at a later period, it supplements ad- 
mirably the vision of the first Isaiah. 
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Rome of the llncst literary paHwif^oH in the Bible arc 
to be found hero. 

Head carefully chapters 40, 42, 4a, 52, 5-'^ 55, Gl. 
Note the large uuiuber of pansagca in frequent urc by 
modern writera. 



COAPTER XI 
THE PERIOD OP RESTORATION 

Uaggai 

BAnYix)N was taken by Cyrus, king of the Metles and 
Persians, in B. C. 538. As a matter of policy in deal- 
ing with a dlKafTected people he permitted a large num- 
ber of .lews (forty-two thousand according to Ezra) to 
return to Jerusalem and restore the temple. The Sa- 
maritans, who came from the northern kingdom, re- 
quested to be allowed to join this expedition, but were 
refused through tribal jealousy. The story of their 
efforts to hinder the work of restoration i« delated iu 
Ezra and Nehemiah. 

During this period a number of the "minor prophets" 
appeared with messages of encouragement. 

Haggai and Zechariah appear to have been closely 
associated. The message of Ilaggai was chiefly one of 
reproach for the delay in luiilding thie temple, and en- 
couragement for the future when it should be com- 
pletely restored. There are no passages of especial 
literary merit' in the book. 

Zrchariaii 

This prophet makes use of the methods of types and 
figures employed by his predecessors. His vision ex- 
tends beyond the immediate restoration of the temple 
to a time when true worship of Jehovah shall be set 
up In Jerusalem. Many of the passages are of high 
order, and the conclusion is most excellent. Note the 
selected passages (chapter 1). 

Ohadiah 

This prophecy is contained In cue short book of 
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twenty-one vorpoa. IIr chief hnnlen Ih the flostnirtloii 
of the KdomiteK for the wrong they hjive done tlio 
•lewN at vurioiiM tinieN. Little iH known eone(*niinf; \Uo. 
writer, and the lM)ok poascsses little literary inipor- 
tance. 

MAiiAcin 

This prophet lived some time after ITnppai and 
Zeehariah, a time when the entlnisinsm doe to the re- 
tnrn from exile had considerahly ahated. The name in 
an impersonal one indiratin;; "my messenger." The 
messajje comprises a harsh eriticism of Israel for their 
nepleet of Jehovah, of the priests for their immorality, 
and the better classes for falling in with the cnrrcMil 
corruption (2. 12). Chapters IV and 4 are character- 
ized by religious fervor, and they should be carefully 
read. 

JoKIi 

The date of this prophecy has been the subject of 
much controversy. By some it has been placed at an 
early date; others make it contemporaneous with 
Malachi. The book deals with general ju<lgments upon 
sin rather than denunciation of any particular people. 
The author makes frecpient quotations from earlier 
prophets, and the style is characterized by considerable 
vigor. The book should be read with these commentH 
in mind. 

Jonah 

This book, as In the case of Joel, gives no definite 
indication of its historical setting. Tliere seems to be 
some reason for placing it among the late books of this 
period. Scholars arc divided reganling the message 
of this book. It may be a literal statement of actual 
occurrences; it may be allegorical; it may bi^ a satire 
upon the narrowness of the Jewish conception of re- 
ligion — an anticipation of Peter's vision of the unclean 
beaata. The reader should familiarize himself yf\i\i 
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the. story, but care pliould bo excrcisecl to avoid placing;; 
emphanig npon an Interesting detail to the neglect of 
tbe meaning of the message. 

Daniel 

Altbongh Daniel was a prophet it is not quite correct 
to clasfiifj this book with cither the major or the minor 
prophets, but it seems to stand by itself as the Old 
Testament apocalypse. It is thought to have been writ- 
ten in the time of Antiochus IV, who ruled in the 
second century 13. C. 

The following is an outline of the narratives which 
should be studied : 

1. Daniel and his friends refuse to eat the king's por- 

tion. 1 

2. Daniel interprets Nebuchadnezzar's forgotten 

dream. 2 

3. Rhadracb, Meshach, and Abednego refuse to wor- 

ship the golden image, and are thrown into a 
fiery furnace. They are miracidously delivered. 3 

4. Bclshazzar's feast and the handwriting on the 

wall. 5 

5. Daniel is made first president of the kingdom. He 
. refuses to obey the king's decree and is cast intc» 

a den of lions. He is unharmed. 6 

The remainder of the book is largely given up to 
visions which are obscure in their meaning and of little 
literary ralue. 



CIIAPTKH XII 
TIIK LKTTHKS OF PAUL 

IIavincj Kfndiod the artivitics of Salwt Panl in the 
book of Acts, we oomo to tlic couHideration of a series 
of letters addressed in some eases" to specific bodies of 
believers and in others to Christian converts in peneriil. 
Saint Panl has achieved distinction as a th^o1o^inn« ns 
a philosoplier, and as a man of letters. His writings 
are tilled with theolo<;ical and philosophical problems, 
bnt they show thronj^hont a distinct literary charm. 

Followinj? the generally acc(»pted -chronology, wc 
come first to the two letters addivssfMl to the Thessa- 
bmians, written from (!orinth. 'fhese and several of 
the f<dlowinp letters were written while Panl wns a 
traveling evangelist. While prearhingat Thessalonica 
Pani had cansed a division among the people; and it 
was in part to establish the faith of those who remained 
steadfast that the first epistle wiis written. ]U)th epis- 
tles deal with the second coming of JesnS) and some evi- 
dent misconceptions dne to the first epistle are 
corrected in the second. 

The following brief ontline should be studied : Paul 
leaves Athens for (*orinth, where he works at his trade 
as a tent maker. Timothy comes to (%)rintli after a 
visit to Thessalonica, and his report of the conditiiui 
of the churches leads Paul to write these two letters. 
After the customary salutation, note in the first letter 
Paul's warning against sensuality (\ ), remarks on the 
state of the (.'hristian dead (4), remarks <m C'hrist's 
second coming (5). 

Tlie second ejiistle eovei's much the same ground as 
the first. Chapter 2 should be noted, for further diH- 
cussion of Christ^H coming. 

8a 
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Tlie'book of Acts «npplip» wh with considerable in- 
forinutioii ro^nrd in p; Saint Paul'H ntay at Ephesus. He 
pnyH a sliort visit to Corinth, and npon his return to 
KphoHUH writes four letters to the (Corinthians, only 
two of which have come down to us. In his first letter 
after an introductory message he rebukes the spirit of 
sectarianism (1-Jh, outlines the method of procedure in 
case of a corrupt brother ((>}, writes ctmcerning mar- 
riage and divorce (7), on ineat otTered to idols (8), 
concerning the status of women in the church (11 and 
14), the supremacy of love (13), and doctrine of the 
resurrection (15). 

In his second letter Paul defends himself from 
various charges (IIM, vindicates his claim to be an 
apostle (1112), gives some general advice on church 
affairs, and closes with the apostolic bcmediction. 

Saijit Paul now journeys from Kphesus to Corinth. 
Here he learns thiit the converts in (lalatia have fallen 
under the influence of Judaizing sects. Not only had 
they become a prey to false doctriiu^s, but they had 
come to discredit the apostle, against whom many se- 
rIouH charges had been preferred. His Epistle to the 
OalatiauB is nmde up of a personal defense (1-2), a 
somewhat technical 4liscussion of the relation of faith 
to works, and the application of the Jewish law (2-5), 
and practical direction for proper living (50). The 
Epistle to the Homans was written from Corinth. Paul 
had not yet visited Itome, but he felt a lively interest 
In the converts of the great capital city. From a liter- 
ary |)oint of view this is regarded as the apostle's mas- 
terpiece. No outline Is presented here, but it should 
be studied as a piece of theological literature which 
has for Its' central theme the method of redemption by 
flesuH (^hrist. The student should note the absence of 
the personal element which nma through the letters 
previously 8tudle<l. 

Paul's next epistles were written while a prisoner 
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in Kome (ActK 28. :U)). Tho ftrj*t of llieno w«s a shorl 
IKMxnial letter to IMiileiiioii) a ChriKthiii roiiV(*rt, in 
whirli he urgoH that OiieslmiiH, a runaway slave wlio 
ha<l become a Christian at Kome, should be received hy 
his master in the spirit of Christian forbearaiiee. 

The letter to the ('olossians was written with a pur- 
pose similar to that of the earlier f»pisties — to eorreW 
abuses which had come in fnuii outside influences. In 
this case it was necessary to controvert the Unoslir 
conception of Ootl as too remote from the worlcl to have 
any close connection with it. The nr<;uments used arc 
sfunewhat mystical, and the letter reaches a high de- 
gree of spirituality. 

The Kpistle to the Hphesians has given rise to con- 
siderable discussion regarding the diristian coniuiun- 
ity t« whom it was ad<lressed. Saint Paul spent much 
of his time at Kphesus and one would ex|K»ct more ex- 
tended personal salutations if the letter was adilresscd 
to intimate friends. It ajipears like a pastoral letter, 
designed to be sent to several of the churches to wliicli 
Paul had ministered. It is made up largely of doc- 
trinal passages. 

The letter to the Philippians is in contnist with most 
of Paul's letters, inasnnich «s it finds much to commend 
and little to condemn. Note the personal advice given 
In chapter 2, and the warnings against false doetrim*M 
iit chapter J^ 

PauPs last letters are perscmal ones addressed tci 
two of his younger disciples, Timothy and Titus. Many 
critics arc of the opinion .that these letters were 
not written by Paul. They do not possess a high lit- 
erary value but contain a variety of instructions nv 
lating to church government, the care of the poor, the 
status of women, and the duties of t1u» various duirch 
officials. Note the famous passage in 2 Tim. 4. 7. 



CHAPTER XIII 
OTHER NKW TESTAMENT LETTERS 

The EpiHtlc to the Hebrews is one of the most stately 
pieces of writing in the New Testainont. Its author- 
ship is uncertain, but it is frequently attrihut(Ml to 
Httlnt Paul. It is a strong appeal to Jewish conyeVts 
to take the life and teachings of Jesus as the cuhnina- 
tion of the Jewish order. The superiority of Jesus is 
shown to the prophets, to angels, and to Moses and 
Aaron. The roUcall of the heroes of the faith is most 
impressive and should be read aloud by the student. 
The book of Hebrews contains but few passages com- 
monly quoted in modern literature, but the ex|»ression 
**n cloud of witnesses'* (12. 1) woiild take high rank 
in this regard. 

The Epistle of James reminds us somewhat of the 
Wisdom Literature of the Old Testament. The great 
problem of the purj)ose of afllicticm discussed in Job 
is attacked here. The severe strictures made upon the 
rich are frequently used as texts by reformers with 
strong socialistic tendencies. The writer emphasizes 
the importance of good works in the scheme of salva- 
tion. It contains no passages of especial Mterary sig- 
nificance. 

The two Epistles of Peter have very little in common 
either in content or literary style. The first letter has 
a certain resemblance to the letters of Paul, and the 
second seems to have been written very late, modeled 
upon the general style of Jude. The theme of both 
Second Peter and Jude relates chiefly to the treatment 
which should be accorded to apostles. Attention is 
called to the fact that in earlier periods of Israelitish 
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history tlirre wore fouiHl many who wer« titifninifiil 
and whf) iiMTiU»<l <l<»s(nicfion. The throe KpiHtleK f»f 
.John nro addirsso*! to Christ inns in jiccMionil, to a cer- 
tain ehM't lady, and 1o (lains. They all reaeh a hij^ii 
jdane of si)iritnaiity. Tlie first lett«»r extols love an (he 
ehief virtue and exhorts th<» early Christian to sinhsss 
living. The seeond letter eoiitarns a warning a;;aiiist 
deeeiversy and the third hreatlies a spirit of optinusin 
with referenee to the condition of the ehureh. 

The book of Kevelation would not be properly rlassi- 
Tied as a book of letters, although the first part is de- 
voted to messages to the various churehes in Asia. The 
major part of the book is apoealyptie in forni, and in 
said to be one of several written about this time for the 
etunfort of the early Christian** in their perseeutioiis. 
It eontains a scries of pictures difllcult of interpreta- 
tion, which jmrtrays the destruction of the forces of evil 
and the final triumph of the ^ood. Throughout there 
runn the constant purpose to exalt JesuH Christ. 
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TllK BIBLE IN POETRY 

In thiH chnpter a minibor of biblical references have 
been Kclecftjd from the major poets. The list is bv no 
means complete and it should be the pleasant task of 
the stndcnt to extend it whenever he comes across an 
api)ropriate reference in his future readinp;. If the 
poem from which the selection is made is a familiar 
one, the student should note down the setting of the 
passn^^c in the poem and in tlie Bible. If it is un- 
familiar, the passage will take on a new meaning when 
the poem comes to be read. 

In most cases the Hcrijiture reference is indicated ; in 
connection with some of the poems the student is ex- 
pected to find the appropriate passages.

RoBEKT Browning 

The complete study of the use of the Bible made by 
Bobert Browning would fill a volume. Indeed, this has 
already been done. Miss Minnie GrcHham Marhen has 
published a book of two hundred and ninety pages 
with the title *'The Bible in Browning.'' In this book 
an especial study is made of the scripture references in 
"The King and the Book," in which the author has 
found over six hundred passages. Our ])urpose will 
be served by carrying out the following suggestions: 

1. Bead "Saul" and note the parts which are based 

directly on the narrative; and the parts which the 
poet has introduced. 

2. "A Death in the Desert." This is not nearly so fine a 

poem as "Saul," but it is based upon the last days 
! of one of the prominent New Testament charac- 
ters. It should be studied in a similar manner to 

No. 1. 

3. "Kabbi Ben Ezra." This poem is not based upon 

the Bible^ nor does it contain many scriptural 
references. It is, however, most lofty in senti- 
ment and filled with the spirit of the New Testa- 
ment. Stanzas 2G and 32 contain obvious al- 
lusions to the Bible. 

4. ^'Soliloquy of the Spanish Cloister." This is one of 

Browning's obscure short poems. It is a master- 
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pioro of rliaractor portrayal. By meanR of a 
nionolo^iio an illtonipcrcMl tnonk ^ivoN iih a picture 
of a brothor monk of most admirable charncfcr, 
and incidiMitally of himself. Study the pooiti 
which folh»ws and solect tlic passaj^cH which oume 
directly from the Bible or indirectly from Home 
cuHtom or theological viewpoint based upon the 
Bible.

CnAPTEU XXI 
BnORT 8T0KIi:S OF THE BIBLE 

Tub suggestion already made that the stliteinent of 
Senator Bcveridge that the world's greatest orations 
are the Sermon on the Motmt, Saint Panl's address 
on Mars' Hill, and Lineoiirs Gettysbnrg Address pro- 
dnces something of a shock to onr religions sensi- 
bilities is fnrther iihistrafed when we say that a 
list of the best short stories in tbe world won Id 
donbtless* incUide selections from Mark Twain, 
O. Henry/ Manpassant, and the English Bible. It 
Khonld noty however, detract in the least from re- 
ligions valne of the Bible that it contains many 
masterpieces of this kind of literature. The ancient 
Hebrews were nnich given to the telling of stories, and 
they were freqiiently nsed to illnstrate points of view. 
Few stories have a stronger hold npon the afTections of 
children than the 8tf>ries of Joseph or the story of the 
slaying of Goliath by David. It is much to the credit 
of juvenile literary judgment that the Samson stories 
seem to make a limited apjK^al. From the literary 
point of view the story of David and Ooliath, 1 Sam. 
17. 20-51 ; the stoiT of the prodigal son, Luke 15. 11:51*; 
nnd the story of the good Samaritan, Luke 10. 25-157, 
nrc suggested as preeminent. The last of these is 
printed for a study In storytelling. 

And, behold, a ci^rtain lawyer st(»od up, and tempted 
bim, saying, Master, what shall I do to inherit eternal 
life? He said unto him, What is written in the law? 
how readest thou? And he answering said. Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God, with all thy heart, and 
with oil thy soul, and with all thy strength, and with 
nil thy mind ; and thy neighbor as thyself. And he said 
unto him/ Thou bast answered right: this do, and thou

was at the plaee, came ami looked on him, and passiMl 
hy on the other side, lint a eertain Samaritan, as he 
jonrneyed, eana* where he was: and when he saw* him 
he had eompassion on him. And w(Mit t^> him, and 
Innind np his wounds, pfniriri^ in oil and wine, and scd 
him on his own heast, and hr(Mi;;ht him to nn inn, and 
took eare of him. And on the morrow when Ik? <k>- 
parted, he took out two jicnee, and pive them to the 
host, and said unto him, Take eare of him; and what- 
soever tlion spendest more, when I eom(r ajxaiii, 1 will 
iTpay thee. Which now of those three, thinkest thon, 
was nei^hhor nnto him that fell amon^ the thieves? 
And he said, He that showed merry on him. Then said 
•lesns nnto him, Go, and do thon likewise. 

It will he noted that not a snperfltions word is \i.sed 
in this narrative and that the story is not «lragK<Ml i»> 
hut eomes most naturally from the surrounding situa- 
tion. Jesus was never "remiiideil of a story.'' When 
the lawyer, tempting him, asked a profound and some- 
what jniZ7Jing (piestion. Who is my neighhor? •fesuH 
might have replic»d hy a philosojdneal 4]iseussion on al- 
tmism. lie ehose, however, to tell a simple Htraight- 
forward story and that will he remembered as long an 
literature endures.

ter. All writers on the subject are njjreed that the 
ehief eharin of. the literary st.vie of the Hihie is Its ex- 
treme siniprK'ity. If eoni|H*tf*nt judp's were aski»d to 
write down the most suhlinn? passage of Kn|;Iisli in 
existence, tln'n* is no diudd. but the first verse of t«enc- 
sis, "In the be^innin^ (lod created tin* heaven and the 
earth," would recelv<» a larp* nundx'r of votes. Kvory 
time we read this passap' we are impressed with its 
rcmarkabl(» dipiity and K''«»"*J^*"r. A similar passage 
is found in the first chapter of the Gospel of Saint 
John, "In the bej;inninjx was the Word, and the NVj»rd 
was with (lod, and the Word was Ood." It is intert»st- 
in^ to note a method used by ^re«t writers in introduc- 
ing their principal characters. Shakespeare, for ox- 
ample, introduces Ilandet on the seventh pap\ .luUiis 
CVsar on the fcnirth, Macbeth on tlu* fifth, Lear on the 
second, and Othello on the seventli. (i(»ethe brings \u 
Fanst after a somewhat lenjijfhy introduction and nil 
of our ^reat writers seem in be obliged to resort to the 
employment of a certain literary setting before thi*j 
introtluce the chief character. It. is interesting to eom- 
pare this with the method employed by the author of 
the book of Job. In the first verse of the firj^i chap- 
ter wc read, "There was a nmn in the land of U35 
whose nanie was Job.'^ For literary mmplicity 
and daring this has no equal in literature. It is ap-

prouched, to be sure, by Virgil in the il'^neid, where 
he (eliK 118 in the firnt line that he singH of arms and 
the ninn, meaning ilOneas; and by Homer, who an? 
nonneeH his snbject an divine wrath in connection with 
tile son of Pclens. 

Jtnskiu (PraHerita) tells ns that he owes whatever 
excellence of style he possesses to his familiarity with 
the Bible, He gives a list of passages which were as- 
signed to him by his inolher for memorizing: Exod. 
15 and 20; 2 Sam. 1. 17-27; 1 Kings 8; Tsa. 2^, 32, 90, 
01, 103, 112, 110, 130; Prov. 2, 3, 8, 12; Isa. 58; Matt. 
5, 0, 7; Acts 2(J; 1 Cor. 13 and 15; .lames 4; Uev. 5 and 
t>. Tribntes to the beanly of the literary style of the 
Bible have been written by many of our masters of 
English. George Saintsbury tells ns that he regards 
the sixth and seventh verses of the eighth chapter of 
the Hong of Solomon as the best example known of ab* 
wdntely perfect English prose: 

Set me as a seal upon thine heart, as a seal npcm 
thine arm : for love is strong as <leath ; jealousy is cruel 
lis the grave: the coals thereof are coals of Are, which 
hath a inost vehement fhnne. 

Many waters cannot quench love, neither can the 
floods drown it: if a man would giye all the substance 
of his house for love, it would utterly be contemned. 

Many writers have undertaken to compare the style 
of the Bible with that of other pieces of literature which 
were contempf)raneous with it. Chateaubriand, for ex- 
nmple, compares the sixteenth verse of the first chapter 
of tiie book of Buth with n supposed rendering by 
ir(uner. ^Vhile we may not be ready to concede that 
Chateaubriand has quite done justice to Homer, it is 
evident that the biblical narrative does not sufTcr by 
comparison. The reader should make a study of the 
passages in the Bible quoted in this book and other 
striking passages with reference to their literary char- 
actcriMtics. In another part of the book is given a list 
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of iiaMRagOH wliioh liiivo boon Holoctod for tlioij' literary 
oliiirm. Hnpooinl attention \h directed to the ntory o/ 
the good Kauuiritan, which \h printed in the chapter on 
•'Hhort BtorieH in the Bible.''

There are numy striking figures of speech which are 
not brought out hy the translation. Many of the 
Psalms are written in the form of an acrostic. Psalm 
111 has twenty-two lines, and each line begins with the 
successive letters of the Hebrew alphabet. Psalm 11!) 
has one hundred and seventy-six verses and is divided 
into twenty-two secticms. Each section contains eight 
verses and each verse of a section begins with the let- 
ters of the Hebrew alphabet in order. The Lamenta- 
tions of »1eremiah make use of the acrostic in a re- 
markably artistic manner. 

As an illustration of the acrostic method the second 
section of Psalm 119 as translated by Dr. Bullinger 
is giveii.
